THE HALT OF A NATION. 


DISTRIBUTER 


In 1800 the population of France 


was 38,000,000; and in J872 it was 
30,000,000; or two milliensless than 
it was six years before. A part of 
this may be accounted for by the 
war with Germany, and by the loss 
of the two provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine. But these facts do.not 
account for the retrograde drift of 
population. In Great Britain tho 
increase from 1861 io 1871 was 8.8 
par cent. 
In Prussia the increase 


during the last ten years has been 
nearly three per cent., notwithstand- 
ing the great losses by the French 
war and the constant drain by emi- 
gration. 


The Londom Tinus i« discussing 


the subject, assigns as a Tery promi- 
nent raison for this decrease of pop- 
ulation the exhausting s«ries of wars 
waged by the First Sapoleon, the 
conscriptions far which took off the 
.strongest portion of the peasantry, 
and the vitality thus enfeebled has 
been transmitted, growing weaker 
aud. weaker in th« transmission. This 
waste bus not been repaired, either 
by the natural growth of the popu- 
lation or by streams of immigration. 
A correspondent of a French paper 
calls the attention to another reason, 
•which he gives as follows:

WHITNEY'S EXPRESS. 


The Right of Officials to Borrew 


for a Corporation* 


Judge Wheeler, of the Nineteenth 


District Court, yesterday rendered 
judgment in favor of W. E, Miller, 
anci against Whitney & Co.'s Ex- 
press, for the sum of §9,400, and in- 
terest at the rate of one per cent. 
The case rested on the power of of- 
ficers of a corporation to borrow 
money, and whether the President 
and Secretary ara not individually 
liable ou any note they give. Judge 
Wheeler laid that under the Civil 
Code, where an iigent signs for a 
principal in a legitimate transaction, 
the principal is bound. He was sat- 
isfied in this case that the officers 
did not intend to bind themselves. 
It would be nonsense for them to af- 
fix their official signatures if they in- 
tended the note as a personal obliga 
tion. Evidently they intended to bind 
the company. Another question was 
rais ed—had the officers the power to 
borrow money and bind the compa- 
ny? The Supreme Courthadaettled 
that question, holding that an agent 
could borrow money to carry on the 
business of the principal. There 
•was also a resolution on the minutes 
of the company authorizing the bor- 
rowing of the SG.iOO. There was 
also a question of the regularity of 
thi« resolution. He was satisfied 
that the meeting was regularly called 
and the resolution regularly passed. 
There w«e two resolutions passed— 
one to borrow money, the other to 
buy in stock of the company. All 
the amount borrowed was not paid 
in cash: a portion was retained by 
the loaning party to pay a debt due 
from the company. It was therefore 
held that tha corporation had power 
to borrow money, and that the Pres- 
ident and Secretary were authorized 
to negotiate the loan.
